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DETAILED ACTION 



Status of the Claims 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1-3, 13-15 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kosugi et al. (7,080,285). 

Claims 4-1 2 and 1 6-24 are objected to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claimed computer program product does 
not include the computer readable medium storing the claimed instruction means 
necessary to impart functionality to the claimed instruction means. Thus, the computer 
program product in the instant claim represents a computer program per se. In addition, 
were a computer readable medium added to the claim language, the specification does 
not limit the medium to tangible embodiments (see Specification page 20, lines 8-14) 
and the claim would thus be considered non-statutory subject matter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 13-15 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kosugi et al. (7,080,285). 
Regarding claim 1 : 
Kosugi teaches: 

determining that an error occurred in said at least one I/O subsystem (col. 6 line 
67-col. 7 line 1); 

and accessing registers in integrated circuits included within said I/O subsystem 
utilizing said power subsystem to diagnose said error while said I/O subsystem is in an 
error state (col. 6 lines 64-66, col. 7 lines 31-33, col. 7 lines 48-53 and col. 8 jines 55- 
65). 

Regarding claim 2: 
Kosugi teaches: 

coupling said hardware management computer system to a central electronics 
complex that is included within said computer (col. 7 lines 4-6 - the remote 
maintenance server is connected to the server support board); and 
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accessing said power subsystem by said hardware management computer 
system (col. 8 lines 18-25 - the boards can be accessed by the remote maintenance 
server through network interface). 

Regarding claim 3: 
Kosugi teaches: 

including a power supply controller and at least one power supply in said power 
subsystem (col. 7 lines 42-44 and col. 8 lines 55-56); and 

said power supply being located in said at least one I/O subsystem (Fig. 5A and 
5B - the power supplies are part of the computer system, which is equivalent to the I/O 
subsystem of the claims). 



Regarding claim 13: 

The claim is rejected as the system performing the method of claim 1 . 
Regarding claim 14: 

The claim is rejected as the system performing the method of claim 2. 
Regarding claim 15: 

The claim is rejected as the system performing the method of claim 3. 



Regarding claim 25: 
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The claim is rejected as the computer program product performing the method of 
claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-12 and 16-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
